Student drivers 
must park in their numbered spots and sport their plastic ID badge on their rear view mirror. 

Drug testing takes place for all student drivers and those involved in extra-curricular activities. 
Though it has been two and a half decades , some students from 1983 have the same opinion as 
students in 3007 on the ID policy. 

“I think they are stupid. I feel like I’m in a prison,” Bill Kostantios , a senior in 1983 , said in a 1983 
yearbook story. 

“I feel like I am in a prison. IDs need to be used for everything!” Caitlin Malloy, senior, said this year.

Career Center and over 40 staff members , the 
Gary Career Center has continued to grow over 
the past 19 years.

Few students realize MHS is more than just a high school. 
Children from the ages of three to five join the teens here 
everyday. 

For the past five years , MHS has offered a daycare class that 
gives students the opportunity to gain hands on experience 
with working with children. This three-trimester long class is 
offered to upperclassmen and requires no prerequisites. 

Director of the program, Mrs. Maggie Stallings said, “This 
class is a great opportunity for the students who take it 
because under normal circumstances they would probably 
not be able to get the experience that they get in this class.” 
Daycare centers require a person to be at least 1 8 years of age 
to be hired. Since it is a class , age does not play a major role in 
the jobs that need to be done. 

They originally decided to put a daycare at MHS , and then 
from that came the class. 

“Since the class was offered at the Career Center we thought 
making it into a class would give the students the opportunity 
to work with the kids without having to leave the school to do 
it,” Mrs. Stallings said. 

What is an everyday like? After breakfast in the morning , 
the kids move to different areas where they play games in 
reading, math , computers , and the imagination area, and 
then they have circle time where the MHS 
students who take the class begin to 
teach or help in teaching the class. 

Next are arts and crafts , where 
they begin to develop their motor 
skills. 

After lunch they take a nap. 

When they wake up , they review 
what was discussed earlier that 
morning in circle time 
and after that the day 
is finished and they 
play until it is time 
for them to leave.

While many students think that the school has mainly academic classes , such 
as math or English , some are fully aware of the industrial technology classes 
that MHS offers. These classes give students hands-on experiences. 

Graphic Arts is one of the well-known industrial tech classes. Students print 
screens on t-shirts for the school and other organizations. They also print 
projects , such as banners and newsletters. 

“We make t-shirts and just have fun in the class Junior Alex Trajkovski 
said. “I enjoy Mr. (Dave) Teeter’s class because he is laid back,” Trajkovski said. 

Designing houses or other buildings is even a possibility in some classes , 
whether it is on the computer or with bare hands. MHS and Ivy Tech State 
College have a partnership to offer a building trades class. Students get the 
opportunity to earn credits for Ivy Tech. 

Computer Aided Design (CAD) classes teach students how to utilize 
sophisticated programs to design a house or other structures to scale. They 
learn to create maps and floorplans. 

“CAD lets me be creative and build whatever I want. The class is educational, 
yet fun,” Senior Quoc Nguyen said. “Very rarely is there homework, and yet I’ve 
done more work in that class than I have all year ,” Nguyen said. 

If designing and t-shirt printing isn’t enough, students can also enroll in an 
auto shop class to learn how to properly fix or install parts into a car. Many 
projects and repairs have been made in the auto shop’s garage. 

Students say the classes are educational and fun for both the instructor as 
well as the students. 

“Coach Johnston makes it fun for us with his stories and 
jokes ,” Senior Jeff Kish said. 

“Being in an industrial tech class 
teaches you many things ,” Coach 
Jim Johnston said, “It teaches 
you how to take everything you 
learn in books and lectures and 
put it to your own use.” 
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Out of the 2000 plus students , many choose art to express their 
personality. 

“The Art Department offers ten different classes with ceramics 
as the most popular,” said Mr. Pratt, who has 21 years of teaching 
ceramics. 

Media Arts land 2 , and Advanced Media Arts are classes to learn 
how to take photographs professionally and work with different 
lighting. Although each art class offers something different , they eac] 
give projects that take technique , craftsmanship , compassionate des' 
and basic principles and elements of art. 

Senior Brad Strom has been in ceramics for four years (six 
semesters and three trimesters). “The atmosphere and freedom to 
what we want is why I continue to take this course. Throughout all 
the projects my favorite is the animal cups , which take two weeks ™ 
cup ,” said Strom.
